have within less than one hundred and fifty years brought more 
than one hundred million people under one and the greatest gov­ 
ernment of the ages. 
American citizenship was created by those 
who considered themselves responsible to a sacred cause. 
It will 
be preserved only by sacrifice and service. 
“The Legionnaires of America are pledged to defend the 
Constitution of the United States, by education, by example and 
with their lives if need be— because the Constitution guarantees 
freedom to work at chosen vocations, to have homes, and families 
and happiness. 
It guarantees to all of us the rights of equal op­ 
portunity. 
“America was built around the home, the school and the 
church. 
They are the foundations and the source of our national 
ideals. 
Without them America could not be. 
To love America, 
we must know its history, which is the visions and the achieve­ 
ments of its great men and women.” 
“The school is the place where we should learn to love our 
country.
